| Croswell, a professor in the State School of 
Mines and Metallurgy, murdered the young 
woman, and, driven to bay by a mob made 
up of his own students, he killed himseif 

The first part of the tragedy was enacted 
late last night at the close of a party given 
in honor of the 19th birthday anniversary 
of Miss Mollie Powell, whom Crosweli long 
had annoyed by his attentions. The closing 
_soene came tonight, when, after an all-night 
and all-day hunt, students and citizens found 
Croswell secreted in a barn in the suburbs 


Prefers Suicide to Lynching. 

The barn was surrounded, and a demand 
made that Croswell surrender. Certain that 
death by violence would be his fate, the man 
answered with a bullet fired through his

She went over to her 
daughter Mollie, who was sitting on the 
lounge, Wkissed her good-night, nodded to 
Croswell, and then went up-stairs.

Turn- 
ing, she descended the. stairway, and on her 
way noticed the door leading from the back 
parlor into the hal}, which never was closed, 
had been shut. On opening it her daughter 
rushed to her, crying: 

“O, don’t go in there; he will shoot you. 
He has shot me. I am dying!” 

As the girl spoke Croswell fired another 
shot, which went wild, then fied from the 
house. Miss Powell attempted to ascend the 
eteps.

Croswell came to Rolla from Boston, 
Mass., where he was graduated from the 
Institute of Technology to accept a position 
in the local school as instructor in shop work |. 
and drawing. All of last year he paid devoted 
attention to Miss Powell. He. was a con- 
stant caller at the Powell house and was 
treated like a member of the family. 

Croswell was deeply in love with Miss 
Powell and a number of times sought her 
consent to marry him. The girl told him 
that she did not love him and said she was 
engaged to another. Finally the mother, 


her daughter was already engaged and could 
not marry hi 

After the school closed in June Croswell 
remained in Rolla a month before leaving 
for his summer vacation. While away he 
was offered a position in a college in the 
East, of which he advised Miss Powell. She 
at once wrote, and advised him to accept and 
not return to Rolla, He accepted the new 
position, but the next day resigned and ad- 
vised Miss Powell that he would return to 
Rolla. 

On arriving Creswell, resumed his 
work at the school, telling the girl that he 
would yet induce her to marry him.

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 24.—[Special. }—The 
steamship Orogon is safe, but its improvised 
rudder, broken propeller, and careworn pas- 
sengers tell the story of ten days’ flounder- 
ing around in the trough of the sea at the 
mercy of a gale, frequently so severe that 
it seemed as if nothing less than a miracle 
could save the boat and its 500 passengers.

Plea Made for the Prisoner.

_« All Only Performing a Duty. 

“ His Honor, the Judge who presides at this 
trial as a Justice of the Supreme Court, is 
here because the law makes it his duty to 
sit and preside at this trial. 

“Our very distinguished and able District 
Attorney has prosecuted this action because 
the law makes it his duty te do so. You, 
gentlemen, are sitting there because you 
were commanded to appear here, and, under 
our system of jurisprudence, it was your 
duty to sit here, hear the testimony in this 
case, and perform the duty of determining 
whether this man is to be executed or to be 
set free. 

“The defendant’s counsel appear here be- 
cause, under our system of jurisprudence, 
no man can be placed on trial for the high 
| crime of murder, the penalty of which, under 
the law, Is death, without-he has the as- 
sistance of counsel. The court has the 
power to designate counsel, and it is the 
duty of the courisel thus designated to ap- 
pear in the case, unless they can make some 
reasonable excuse and succeed in being re- 
lieved of the duty. .

Defends Action of Attorneys. 

** My associate and myself are here to up- 
hold the law. Some weak-minded people en- 
tertain the notion that the lawyer who ap- 
pears in defense of a defendant is in court to 
obstruct the due process of the law, to balk 
justice, and to delay by technicalities. But 
every man who knows the mentbers of the 
bar understands that thisis not so. My asso- 
ciate and myself are here for the same pur- 
pose that the learned District Attorney is 
here for—to see that this trial progresses in a 
legal, orderdly, and proper manner. We must 
in every way possibie put down and suppress 
this feeling that cases may be disposed of 
4 without thaintervention of courts of justice. 

“I remember, gentlemen, when I was a 
young man living in Auburn, studying my 
profession the news came that a colored man 
had gone up on the shores of Owasco Lake 
and there had murdered practically an entire 
family named Van Ness. The news created 
intense excitement. The people gathered on 
the streets to hear the news. In the course 
of the afternoon it was learned that the 
man, Freeman, had been arrested and was 
being brought to the city to be incarcerated. 
The people upon the streets became more and 
more excited. They began to talk about 
mobbing the colored man when he arrived. 

“ William H. Seward, who lived then in 
that city, appeared upon the street and coun- 
seled moderation; counseled the peopie to 
wait and see whether the man was really 
guilty of the crime or not and permit him to 
have a legal trial. But the people protested, 
He was guilty, they said, and must be dis- 
posed of. Mr. Seward insisted and they in- 
carcerated Freeman in jall. 

“It soon became known that Mr. Seward 
had Volunteered to defend the negro when he 
was put on trial, and indignation arose 
againet him, but that far-seeing man, that 
statesman, saw that there was an opportu- 
nity of giving an object lesson tothe world 
as to the proper disposition of that case, and 
for two long months that trial went on with 
Seward defending the negro. It occupied 
some three weeks in obtaining a jury, and I 
sat by during almost the entire proceedings 
of that trial and listened to the defense that 
Mr. Seward interposed. Not that he cared 
anything for the negro, but he wanted to 
maintain the law giving every man a trial, 
and to put down mob violence, 


Object Lesson to the World. 


‘* This trial here is a great object lesson to 
the world. Here is a case where a man has 
stricken down the beloved President of this 
country, in broad daylight, in the presence 
of thousands of spectators. If there was 
ever a case that would excite the anger, the 
wrath of those who saw it. this was one, 
and yet, under the advice of the President, 
‘Let no man hurt him,’ he was taken, con- 
fined in our prison, indicted, put upon trial 
here, and the case is soon to be submitted 
to you, as to whether he is guilty of the 
crime charged againet him. That, gentle- 
men, speaks volumes in favor of the orderly 
conduct of the people of the City of Buffalo. 

“ Here was a man occupying an exalted 
position, a man of irreproachable character; 
he was a man who had come here to assist 
us in promoting the prosperity of our great 
exposition. And he was shot down while 
holding a reception. 

“His death has touched every heatt in 
this community and in the whole world, and 
yet we sit here and quietly consider whether 
this man was responsible for the act he com- 
mitted. That question is one you aré called 
to decide. 

“The law presumes the defendant inno- 
cent until he is proven guilty, and we start 
with the assumption that the defendant was 
not mentally responsible for the crime he 
committed. We have not been able to pre- 
sent any evidence upon our part. 


Sees Indications of Insanity. 
“The defendant has even refused on al- 


He has not aided us, so we have come here 
unaided to consider this important ques- 
tion. But I know there is in every human 
being a strong desire to live. Death is a 
specter that we all dislike to Meet, and here, 
this defendant, without having any animosity 
against our President, without any personal 
motive, so far as we can see, committed this 
act, which, if he was sane, must cause his 
death. How can a man with a sane mind 
perform such an act? 

“The rabble in the streets will say. no 
matter whether he is insane or not he de- 
serves to be killed. The law, however, says 
that you must consider the circumstances and 
see if he was in his right m or not when 
he committed the deed. If you find he was 
not responsible you would aid in lifting a 
great cloud from the minds of the people of 
this country. 

“If the beloved President had met with 
-@ railroad accident and beén killed our grief 
could not compare with what it is now. If 
you find that he met his fate through the 
act of an insane man, it is the same as

sumption of law. 3 
“It is also a presumption of law that every 


man is sane until proven insane. Evidence | 


tending to show that the prisoner was insane 
has'not been forthcoming; it has been proven 
that be was the agent of the crime, and 
there should be no question in your minds 
as to the responsibility of the defendant. 


Must Show Power of the Law. 


“This is no time for oratorical display. 
Counsel for the prisoner and myself have 
endeavored to eliminate all sensationalism 
from this case. It is not my intention to in- 
dulge in extended remarks. You understand 
the responsibility resting upon you. The 
coungel has said there should be no lynch 
law in this State. He has told you that the 
people of Buffalo are to be commended for 
the spirit displayed by them since the mur- 
der of the President, but the law must be 
vindicated.

CZOLGOSZ FAMILY IN BUFFALO. 


Relatives of Assassin Not Wanted by 
| Authorities—Now Lodged in Po- 
lice Headquarters. — 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 24.—Paul Czolgosz, 
father; Waldeck Cholgosz, brother; and Vic- 
toria Czolgosz, sister of the President's as- 
gassin, arrived here from Cleveland this 
afternoon. In the Union Station the father 
and sister became separated from the 
brother. The father and sister did not appear 
at. District Attorney Penney’s office in the 
City Hall until shortly after 4:80 o'clock. 
Superintendent Bull and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Cusack took charge of them and 
sent them to police headquarters with De- 
tectives Solomon and Geary. As they were 
leaving the City Hall they met Waldeck 
Czolgosz and Inspector Martin. The brother 
had gone to police headquarters looking for 
his relatives, and the Inspector sent the three 
members of the Czolgosz family back to 
police headquarters.

Further inquiries by the police showed that 
Saftig had once served a term in the work-7 
house for stealing-a book, and subsequently 
suffered an injury to his head by falling 
from a train. 

His alleged accomplice, named Frank Har-

sion are aware that the great portico, which 
is such a pronounced architectural feature 
of the building, is extremely high, running 
up to the roof, the cornice of the portico 
being on a line with that of the roof itself. 
The spiders and the hornests long ago dis- 
covered that the nooks and crannies about 
the capitals of the great columns that sup- 
port the portico were quite beyond the reach 
of the ordinary step ladder and dust broom. 

During the absence of the President and 
Mrs. McKinley this summer the ceiling of 
the portico and the tops of the columns were 
fairly taken possession of by the spiders. 
The White House attendants, knowing that 
the historic mansion was to have at its head, 
for the first time in many years, a young and 
energetic housekeeper, determined to get rid 
of the spiders before she came. Today, there- 
fore, they rigged up a'section of fire hose and 
made an extraordinary effort to wash down 
the spiders and their webs. The deluge of 
water cleared out the webs pretty well, but 
the old attendants say the White House 
spider cannot be dispossessed by anything 
short of a personal encounter with a dust 
pan and broom. 

Hence the old officials predict that before 
Mrs. Roosevelt has become fairly accus- 
tomed to her surroundings she will step out 
on the portico and demand that “ Old Jerry,” 
the ancient African who looks after such 
things, shall drive out those horrid spi- 
ders.’”

NEWS STOPS COURT WORK

RAYNOR TO MANAGE CASE. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—[Special. }— 
There was a brief but dramatic session of the 
Schiey court of inquiry today, the abrupt 
termination of the inquiry being caused by 
the sudden death of Jeremiah M., Wilson, 
chief counsel for Rear Admiral Sc : 

The report of the death caused consterna- 
tion in the courtroom, and it was fully five 
minutes before the news could be confirmed. 
During that time the attachés of the court, 
uniformed orderlies, and ex-Judge Wilson’s 
associates were rushing about in a frantic 
manner, to the astonishment of the large au- 
dience, which did not know what had oc- 
curred and was under the impression that 


accident. 
Little progress had been made with the 
| inquiry. Commander Bates, the chief engi- 
neer of the Texas, and Commander Schroe- 
der, the executive officer of that ship, had 
been called to the stand to verify the testi- 
mony given by them yesterday. 


Claxton Ready to Testify. 


Just as Commander Schroeder was leaving 
the witness chair Albert B. Claxton, who 
served as assistant machinist on the Texas, 
took the chair vacated by the naval officer 
and had given his hame and occupation and 
was about to answer the first question pro- 
pounded when an orderly approached Ad- 
miral Dewey and handed him an envelope, 
on the back of which was written a message. 

Admiral Dewey read the few words, and 
whispered to Rear Admiral Benham loud 


Wilson is dead.” 

The news was passed quickly from one 
person to another of the court officials, and 
every one seemed bewildered. Those most 
affected were Rear Admiral Schley, whose 
reputation rested to a considerable extent in 
the hands of the déad man, and Isador Ray- 
nor, ex-Judge Wilson's associate. Both were 
visibly affected, but Mr. Raynor was partic- 
ularly pained, as he had left his late col- 
league less than an hour before only slighfly 
indisposed, as he believed. 

Acut indigestion was the cause of the death 
ot Mr. Wilson. 


Proceedings Stopped at Once. 

Instantly upon. reading the report of Mr. 
Wilson's death, Admiral Dewey struck his 
desk with his gavel and directed that all pro- 
ceedings be suspended until reliable informa- 
tion as to the death of the leading attorney in 
the case could be ascertained, 

After a brief delay Mr. Raynor succeeded in 
confirming the intelligence, by telephonic 


which has been the home of Rear Admiral 
Schiey’s chief counsel. Mr. Raynor hurried 
to the inclosure reserved by the court and an- 
nounced the death of his colleague in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“I have a sad announcement to make to 
the court. I have just heard of the death of 

Judge Wilson. I left: him at 10 o’clock this 
morning slightly indisposed. I saw him this 
morning at 8 o'clock and left him at10. We 
have confirmed the rumor over the telephone 
that he has just died, and I would respect- 
fully ask the court, if it meets with approval, 
to adjourn for the day.”’ . 

Admiral Dewey arose and said: “T have 
to announce that owing to the death of Budge 
Wilson, the court will adjourn for today until 
tomorrow morning.’’ 


Court Delayed Only One Day. 


Attorney Rayner announced that the coun- 
sel for Rear Admiral Schley would be ready 
to proceed tomorrow, but they expected the 
court to adjourn at least on the day of the 
funeral. . 

While there is no disposition to reflect in 
any way upon the ability of Attorney Rayner, 
there is a general belief that in the death of 
ex-Judge Wilson, Rear Admiral Schley has 
suffered to a greater extent than by.anything 
- that has yet been developed by the inquiry. 
While Mr. Wilson has not been so active as 
his associates, he nevertheless has directed 
the conduct of the case. 

Ex-Judge Wilson was thoroughly posted on 
the famous controversy and he was holding 
himself in reserve for the examination and 
‘the cross-examination of the most important 
witnesses and to make the principal argument 
for Rear Admiral Schley. It is likely the 
inquiry will continue with Mr. Rayner as 
and Captain Parker as associate 


Schley Mourns a Friend. 
Speaking of the death of his leadi - 
sel, Rear Admiral Schley said: 

“The news is so shocking that I cannot 
trust myself to give expression to-my esti- 
maté of the man. I can only say that I have 
lost mot only a clear headed and brilliant 
counsel but also a dear and much beloved 
friend. I am shocked beyond measure at 
the news, and find myse!f unable to ac- 
cept it.” : 

Admiral Dewey does not expect any delay 
in the proceedings of the court because of 
the death of Mr. Wilson. “ There will be

Little Testimony Is Heard. 


While on the stand, prior to the announce- 
ment of Mr. Wilson’s death, Commander 
Bates was asked a few q ons. One of 
these was by Captain Parker, and was in 
regard to the steam log of the Texas. In 
reply to the first inquiry Commander Bates 
said the log had been written up the day after 
the battle. 

The other questions were by the court, and 
related first to the coal supply of the 
Texas on May 26, 1898, and second to the 
condition of the machinery of the Texas on 
the 3ist of that month. The questions of the 
court and the responses to were as 
follows: 

“Are you positive that the quantity of 
coal reported on hand May 26 was correct?” 

“Yes, sir, as nearly as anybody can be 
positive. There was no accurate means of 
weighing what was sent us, and generally 
there is no absolutely te means by 
which coal is weighed co aboard ship. 
All naval officers know that coal is weighea 
to the best of our ability, and an accurate ac- 
count kept to the best of our ability, and it 
is generally a good estimate. It is weighed 
out in the same way.”

Rog- 
ers says he heard footsteps a few minutes 
later on the plier where the boats are kept. 
He awakened Parkinson and told him of the 
| occurrence, and the two men began an in- 
vestigation. They found that one of the 
boats was missing, with a pair of oars. 

The men set about to recover the missing 
boat at once. At first they rowed along close 
to the shore/until Thirty-first street was 


At 7 o’clock in the morning they discovered 
the boat floating some distance from the 
shore. 

After Parkinson returned with the empty 
boat he notified the police of the Hyde Park 
Station, and Detectives Burke and Duffy 
were detailed on the case. The detectives 
were working with a view of ascertaining the 
identity of the man who called late at night 
at Parkinson’s home. They have no other 
clew, but declare that the circums 
point to suicide. |

He will go to his 
death accompanied by the execrations uf 
the civilized world. |

MECHANICAL COUNCIL ROLL CALL. 

Any citizen who watched the City Coun- 
cil’s' opening session on’ Monday night must 
have gone away with many appreciative 
reflections. He may have regretted the 
noise, which made it impossible for mew- 
bers to hear the: proceedings easily or even 
with effort, and he may have regretted the 
great amount of smoking—resorted to often 
to soothe nerves jaded by a precedent day's 
work, and so suggesting postponement of 
public to private’ business. He must cer- 
tainly have felt, however, that the Council 
is becoming miofe and more distinctively « 
serious, self-possessed, deliberative body. 

The visitor's chief impression is apt to 
be that of tedious routine—a great amount 
of which has to be “sat through.” This 
certainly might be reduced. Its chief source 
is the pro forma permit “for an electric 
sign” or “ anew sidewalk” or some other 
enterprise or improvement which neither 
demands nor receives the ‘serutiny of the 
whole Mouncil. Probably it would facili- 
tate every interest concerned—save the per- 
“sonal or political ends of certain Aldermen

COST OF THE STEEL STRIKE, 

President Shaffer's‘ public statement vf 
the terms upon which the steel strike has 
been settled contains nothing of importance 
that was not known before, but his attack 
upon the American Federation of Labor and 
the United Mine Workers adds another sig- 
nificant item to the losses of the Amalga- 
mated association throughout the strike, 
Mr. Shaffer indulges in bitter censure of 
Mr. Gompers and Mr. Mitchell because they 
did not call out their followers, irrespective 
of contracts, as he had done.

A committee of clerks waited 
upon Postmaster Coyne yesterday and told
